CONFERENCE 
OF WIDE SCOPE 


Will Consider Questions Other 
Than “Accomplished Facts” 


BRITAIN’S CHANGE OF FRONT 


Foreign Office Concurs In Views of 
Russian Dip!omat and Powers Will 
Enlarge Scope In Discussing Events 
In Connection With the Balkan Sit- 
uation=eServian Affairs Placed In 
Hands of Oabinet 


London, Oct. 13.—M. Iswolsky, the 
Russian foreign minister, has suc- 
eeeded in impressing upon Sir Edward 
Grey, the British secretary for foreign 
affairs, the necessity that not only 
should a conference of the powers be 
held to settle the crisis in the Near 
Kast, but this conference should take 
under advisement other questions be- 
sides those involved in the annexation 
by Austria of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
and the declaration of che yd inde- 
pendence. 

This change of front on the part of 
Great Britain, which has caused great 
surprise, was announced by the foreign 
office at the conclusion of a long confer. 
ence between Grey and Iswolsky, after 
a meeting of the cabinet, at which Grey 
set forth the position he had taken and 


| explained the views of the Russian for- 


eign minister. Grey’s secretary, in 
making the announcement, said: 

“It may be affirmed with certainty 
that both ministers concur in the neces- 
sity for a conference and that the pour 
parlers at’ the foreign office, following 
as they do upon the Franco-Russian 
negotiations on the same subject, have 
smoothed away some of the difficulties 
which were in the way. It is now re- 
garded as probable that the latest 
events in the Near East also necessitate 
the enlarging of the scope of the ques- 
tions to be discussed at the conference.” 

Further than this nothing coulé be 
ascertained officially as to the questions 
Iswolsky desires to include. In fact, it 
is doubtful if it has been @ecided what 
shall be taken up in addition to the two 
actions which brought about the crisis, 
for it was intimated that the pour par- 
lers at the British foreign office have 
not yet been concluded and may con- 
tinue for several days. Iswolsky in- 
tended to leave for Paris on Wednes- 
day, but he says that his departure will 
not be possible until Thursday, and 
that he may remain here even longer. 

The only point 4n her previous stand 
Great Britain is continuing to insist 
upon apparently is that no modification 
of a. treaty can be permitted without 
the consent of all parties to that treaty, 
and at her proposal the: powers have in- 
structed their ambassadors at Oon- 
staiitinople to ‘reaffirm this principle. 

What end can be served by this.is not 
stated by the foreign office, but it can 
hardly be expected that either Bulgaria 
or Austria-Hungary will consent to re- 
store the legal status in Bulgaria and 
Bosnia’ and Herzegovina before the 
questions of independence and annexa- 
tion are considered, inasmuch as _ the 
powers have not decided what must be 
done with respect to the Island of Crete. 

Servia, it now seems likely, will fall 
in with the other states directly inter- 
ested in finding a peaceful solution of 
the situation. The resolution of the 
Servian national assembly passed yes- 
‘terday, which amounts practically to a 
vote of confidence in the government, 
has taken the matter of Servia’s atti- 
tude towards Austria-Hungary out of 
the hands of that easily swayed body 
and placed it with the cabffiet. The 
members of the cabinet are aware of 
the actual state of affairs and doubt- 
less will heed the warning of the pow- 
ers and take no rash step. The powers 
ean, therefore, continue their negotia- 
tions in the matter of an international 
conference with less fear of interrup- 
tion by an outbreak in any of the Balkan 
states. 


Crown Prince Thirsts For Gore 

Vienna, Oct. 13.—The inflammatory 
speeches of Crown Prince George of 
Servia, who is inciting the people to 
war while his father, King Peter, has 
observed an attitude of caution, causes 
considerable uneasiness in official 
circles in Belgrade, according to dis- 
patches received here. There is less 
fear of a war than of a dynastic crisis 
and an attempt to place the crown 
prince on the throne. 

The Servian premier has tried vainly 
to suppress the crown prince, for it is 
feared that he may lead bands of volun- 
teers against Bosnia, or do something 
equally rash, 


Sofia Welcomes New Czar 

Sofia, Oct. 13—The “Czar of Bul- 
garia” made his triumphal entry into 
the capital yesterday afternoon and 
‘was given a demonstrative reception by 
all classes of the population. Prince 
Ferdinand entered the city on horse- 
back, accompanied by a brilliant staff, 
amid salutes from artillery. He was 
welcomed by the municipal authorities 

t a triumphal arch. The entire city is 
Ceotunely bedecked and decorated in 
hhonor of the visit and it is crowded 
fwith people. None of the members of 
the diplomatic corps was present at any 
of the functions.

FIRE IN ORPHAN HOME — 


Forty Little Ones Are Sately Carried 
From Danger Zone 

Boston, Oct. 14.—Policemen, firemen 
and citizens, groping about the smoke- 
filled rooms of the Church Home for 
Yrphans and Destitute Children late 
at night, rescued forty little ones 
whose lives were endangered by a fire 
which quickly filled the entire four- 
story structure with dense smoke. The 
home is conducted by the Episcopal dio- 
cese of Massachusetts.

Some cause unknown. About half the 
children, whose ages range from 4 to 
16 years, were able to make their way 
in safety from the building at the outset. 

The younger ones, who were on the 
second floor, were too frightened to 
help themselves, however. The first 
citizens to reach the fire immediately 
sought the little ones and one by one 


they were carried in their nightclothes 


down the smoke-filled corridors and 


stairways to the street. The police and: 


firemen joined in the task and soon all 
were outside. The Church of the Re-

The fire was confined to the basement 
and caused a loss of $1000. None of the 
children was injured and they will be 
able to be taken back to the home today. 


AMERICAN BALLOON 
COMES TO GRIEF 
Aeronauts Lost Bearings and 

Dropped Into North Sea 


Berlin, Oct. 14—The second of the 
three American balloons that started in 
the race for the international trophy on 
Sunday from Schmargendorf. has met 
disaster in the North sea. The Sainte 
Louis, manned by N. H. Arnold of 
North Adams, Mass,, and Harry J. 
Hewitt, was carried overland by 
treacherous air currents and later in 
the haze the aeronauts lost their bear- 
ings, until suddenly they saw the guard 
lights of an unknown coast. 

This’ meant that they must descend 
or risk the danger of being driven far 
out of the track of vessels. They 
chose the former course and for an hour 
they were buffeted by the waves, almost 
giving up in despair.

TRAFFIC HELD — 
UP BY WOMEN 


British Parlament Holds Session 
In State of Slege 


ONE WOMAN GAINS ENTRANGE 


Gets to Front of Speaker's Chair, 
but Is Hustied Out-sLondon Police 
and Military Almost Paralyzed by 
Hordes of Suffragettese-Unem- 
ployed and Their Sympathizers 
Aid In the Great Demonstration 


London, Oct, 14.—The climax of the 
suffragette campaign was reached last 
night, when an enormous mob hemmed 
in parliament and stopped the traffic in 
all streets leading to Westminster. For 
more. than three hours the crowds scuf- 
fied good naturedly with the police, inter- 
fered with theatregoers, broke windows 
and disorganized things generally in the 
centre of London. 

The heroine of the day was Mrs. 
Travers Symons, formerly secretary to 
James K. Hardie, the socialist and inde- 
pendent member of parliament, who 
reached the door of the house of com- 
mons by strategy. The house was 
solemnly debating a bill to prohibit 
children from smoking cigarets, when 
the woman dashed past the doorkeeper 
to a position in front of the speaker’s 
chair and shouted shrilly: “Leave off 
discussing children and talk about the 


| women.” 


Three officials seized Mrs. Symons 
and carried her out bodily. She was 
then led to the outer door and dis- 
missed. As a result of the coup an or- 
der was issued that hereafter women 
should not be admitted to the building 
on any pretext whatever, and in the 
future the historic grille will not screen 
feminine spectators. 

The appeal issued by the suffragettes 
a few days ago for 50,000 persons to 
help them “rush” parliament at 7:30 
last evening was the most successful 
stroke yet. Not less than twice that 
number responded to the»call and nine- 
tenths of these were young people who 
came tu see the fun. There were also 
a few hundred of the unemployed and 
their sympathizers. 

Parliament was in a state of siege. 
A close triple line of police was drawn 
around the three sides of the square in 
front of the building. The yard within 
the gates swarmed with police and 200 
gvarded the terrace in the rear against 
assault by water, which the women 


twice attempted. A small fleet of po-\. 
lice boats also patrolled the: Thames 


approaches, 
All the mounted police in London and. 


suburbs had been mobilized at this 


center and loads of hay were unstacked 
in the streets for the horses. The whole 


police force, together with cavalry, in- ' 


fantry .and,.marizes,.numbering more 


_ than ‘5000, was kept busy in restraining 


the pushing, struggling masses. The 
crowds cheered, sang songs and hooted, 
giving voice to all the sarcastic re- 
marks that a London crowd ‘is capable 
of. These were aimed in a sem!-good- 
natured manner ‘at the suffragettes, 
who, distinguished by their orange 
swarmed everywhere,  dis- 
tributing tracts. 

A delegation of thirteen suffragettes, 
which approached the police cordon 
and was formally refused admission to 
parliament, attempted a football rush, 
but the police chivalrously repulsed 
the women with the least possible 
roughness. Two bodies of the unem- 
ployed, however, which approached the 
line were driven off, with little saving 
grace. The police were pelted with 
vegetables and some stones in a few 
minor skirmishes that occurred, but 
nobody was seriously hurt. Twenty- 
four suffragettes and twelve of the un- 
employed were placed under arrest. 
Many persons fainted in the crush; a 
few were trampled upon and taken to 
the hospitals. 

The suffragettes and unemployed 
have kept practically the whole police 
force on duty continuously for forty- 
eight hours.

Logansport, Ind., Oct. 13.--Eugene

last night. Hesaid: ‘The party that is 
defeated at the coming election will go 
to smash and drop out of existence.

There is no power on earth 
that can prevent the Prohibition party 
from electing a president in 1912, If 
we had twenty-five speakers and $10,- 
000 we could carry Georgia at this elec- 
tion.” 


Preacher Held as a Firebug 

Houlton, Me., Oct. 13.—T. V. Hunter, 
who, until recently, was in charge of a 
church in Monticello, is now confined in 
the county jail, charged with incen- 
diarism on Sept. 28, when a ‘house and 
barn were burned. Hunter was brought 
before Justice Donham at Island Falls 
yesterday. Probable cause was found 
and he was bound over to the April 
term of the supreme court at Houlton. 


The Gould Separation Suit 

New York, Oct. 13.—Justice Giego- 
rich, in the supreme court, denied a mo- 
tion made in behalf of Howard Gould 
to strike out part of an affidavit sub- 
mitted to the court by Katherine C. 
Gould in her application for $125,000 
alimony and counsel fees. Gould, 
whose wife is suing for a separation, 
had contended that certain parts of the 
affidavit in question were “irrelevant 
and scandalous.” 


BACK IN OLD.QUARTERS 


Thaw Is Recommitied to Matteawan 
Hospita! by Justice Mills 


Newburgh, N. Y., Oct. 18.—Harry K. 


Thaw arrvyed from White Plains last 
night in charge of Dr. Baker, first as- 
@stant superintendent of the Mattea- 
wan state hospital for the criminal in- 
sane, and Edward Coaroy, an attend- 
ant. A carriage from the hospital met 
them at the station. When Thaw and 
his custodian arrived at the hospital 
supper had been served and a special 
meal was prepared for Thaw. He had 
nothing to say regarding the order re- 
committing him to Matteawan mats by 
Judge Mills, © 

‘Thaw was brought into court at 
White Plains yesterday and his mother 
and several relatives were present. The 
prisoner’s counsel again moved for a 
jury trial, and when this was denied 
asked that Thaw be discharged from 
custody on the ground that the juty in 
the last trial for murder did not find 
Thaw insane. This, also, was denied. 
Thaw’s counsel then declared that they 
had appealed to the New York state 
court of appeals from the decision re- 
fusing a jury trial, and that until the 
higher court had given a decision they 
would submit no evidence on the ques- 
tion of Thaw’s sanity. 

Justice Mills said there was no other 
alternative than for Thaw to be return- 
ed to Matteawan asylum, and he was 
ordered to be returned to that institu- 
tion until the court of appeals shall de- 
cide as to whether Thaw is entitled to 
a hearing before a jury to determine 
whether he is insane.

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The Seminary and Academy 


Two phases of the recent changes 
on the hill are of interest, and even 
increasing interest, as events move 
along. One phase is associated with 
the success that the Andover Semin- 
ary is having in its new field at Cam- 
bridge, while the other is the oppor- 
tunity for growth and progress of- 
fered to Phillips Academy through 
the acquisition of the Seminary prop- 
erty. 

The first phase is béing considered 
very differently by different interests. 
For this‘ reason the following article 
in last week’s Zion’s Herald is of 
much interest, whatever one’s opinion 
regarding its conclusions: 


Last week Friday the merger of Ando- 
ver Seminary with Harvard Divinity 
School was given formal recognition. The 
editor of the Herald was present to wit- 
ness the opening ceremonies. The ordin- 
ary reader would infer from the state- 
ments in the daily press that a very large 
number were present. The simple fact is, 
the exercises were held in the small chapel 


.|in Divinity Hall, having only six settees, 


or pews, on a side, each capable of hold- 
ing five persons. Seventy-five people would 
crowd the chapel; a hundred could not be 
accommodated. To state, therefore, as did 
the Transcript, that “the chapel was filled 
to the doors,” does not indicate that there 
was a large attendance. - Those present in- 
cluded the faculties of the two seminaries, 
some twenty or more in all, with ministers 
and interested friends who, like the writ- 
er, wanted to see for themselves what took 
place. Certainly the seventy-five people 
were not theological students. The Boston 
Herald, in its issue of Friday evening, 
said: “The merger of the Andover 
Theological Seminary and the Harvard 
Divinity School was completed today when 
the six students enrolled in the seminary, 
call of the entering class, joined with the 
twenty-one members of the Harvard 
Divinity School in the: opening exercises 
in Divinity Chapel, Cambridge.” And 
the Boston Transcript stated: “Thursday 
was registration day both in Harvard and 
in the Andover Seminary. As expected, 
the registration in the Seminary was small, 
only six students being enrolled, and there 
is little prospect of more this year, The 
authorities of the school find encourage- 
ment in the fact that these are all new 
men, as none of last year’s students ac- 
companied the Seminary to Cambridge.” 
To confirm the statements concerning. the 
number of students actually in Andover 
Seminary we appealed to an unquestioned 
authority in Congregational circles, and 
learned from him that the total number 
connected with Andover was six, but that 
one of them was a post-graduate, so that 
the new students enrolled number only 
five. Five students to take the regular 
course, therefore, constitute the total; 
and the Transcript says: “There is little 
prospect of more this year.” This, 
then, is the result of the removal to 
Cambridge and the merger with Harvard 
Divinity School. Five students! The 
Andover of Park, Stuart, and Phelps has 
come to this pathettic fate. It is enough 
to make the affectionate admirer *of 
Andover Seminary of the olden days 
weep. Did ever needless and hopeléss 
surrender of a great trust end more 
swiftly or pathetically? Zion’s Herald 
said, when the proposed merger was first 
announced to the public: “Whatever else 
was to come to Andover Seminary, the 
removal to Cambridge and its absorption 
by Harvard never should have been seri- 
ously considered. . . . It is contended 
that more students will attend the Semi- 
nary when affiliated with Harvard. If 
that be true, why do not students now 
flock to the Harvard Divinity School? 
Why should anything better or different 


be expected when Andover is in. the 
embrace of Harvard.” The -Herald 
then, at least, was prophetic. It was 


supposed that the enrollment at Harvard 
Divinity School would also increase as the 
result of the merger; but that expecta- 
tion is shattered. Prof. J. H. Ropes, in 
his address at the opening on Friday, 
said: “A great future is in store for 
theological education in Cambridge;” 
but facts controvert that chimerical state- 
ment. The simple fact is—as the trus- 
tees and faculty of Andover Seminary 
had abundant reason to know—the at- 
mosphere of Harvard is not of a kind 
either to attract or develop favorably 
theological students. An implicit, obedi- 
ent, passionate faith in the redemptive 
Gospel of Jesus Christ is the only magnet 
that will attract and hold _ theological 
students, and Harvard Divinity School 
does not present the Divine Magnet. 
The attempt of Professor Ropes in- 
directly to account for the paucity of 
students in the affiliated schools on the 
ground of the alleged falling off of candi- 
dates for the ministry in Great Britain 
and this country, did not help his case. 
How is it (and we ask in gratitude and 
not boastfully) that our own School of 
Theology on Mt. Vernon Street, this city, 
has now two hundred students, most 
of them college graduates, and that our 
other theological seminaries—Drew at 
Madison and Garrett Biblical Institute 
at Evanston—have their large normal 
attendance ? ; 

The experiment of Andover’s merger 
with Harvard Divinity School appears to 
be now unquestionably demonstrated. 
Nothing better in patronage is probable 
as the result of the union. Moreover, it 
must not be forgotten that the merger 
was an unnatural thing, the violation of a 
sacred trust. The pitifully meagre en- 
rollment of students shows that the 
merger does not carry the approval of the 
ministry and laity of the Congregational 
denomination. Students know full well 
that, to attend Andover Seminary at 
Cambridge, they cut the bond of sympa- 
thy with the Congregational denomina- 
tion as a whole, and probably close its 
pulpits to them. 

What is to be done? Undo what has 
been done. Dissolve the merger. Act 
like Christian men, when clearly con- 
vinced that a mistake has been made. Go 
back to Andover Hill and begin the work 
of educating a ministry for all denomina- 
tions to labor among the foreign-speaking 
people of this .country—a work most 
urgently needed and heartily approved by 
so many Andover alumni. The sooner 
this right move is made, the nobler and 
more Christian it will be. 


The conclusion reached by the 
writer of the above deserves some 
very serious consideration, so far as 
it shapes itself as-a-call for a dissolu- 
tion of the merger of Andover and 
Cambridge, if the experiment is really 


proven. Few of those who have ap- 
proved this change will ~ however 
agree that one year’s’ entrances 


proves anything in this case. There 
are many reasons why the first years 
at Cambridge must be slow and hard 
ones. The alliance has been made 


in the face of a determined and ag- 
gressive. opposition, who are even 
now entering legal suits to dissolve 
it. It has been made with many 
other people doubtful as to its wis- 
dom, from both doctrinal and relig- 
ious standpoints, Doubt and uncer- 
tainty in the -minds of those who are 
in the midst the movement, could 
not serve to spread among students 
contemplating a course in theology, 
very positive convictions that the new 
Andover Seminary was yet on very 
secure foundation. We believe. that 
one year offers no test at all by which 
to judge the experiment. We believe 
no safe test will be had until the ob- 
jectors from within have had their 
last legal claims set aside, and the 
opposition at home has given way to 
enthusiastic support by all loyal 
friends of the Seminary. 

It would be idle for a layman to 
discuss the objection that will still 
be left, according to the Herald, even 
after the legal obstacles are set aside. 
Perhaps “the Harvard Divintiy 
School does not present the Divine 
Magnet”, and that in itself is suffic- 
ient to destroy all chances of success 
for Andover at Cambridge. But per- 
haps also Andover Seminary may 
carry. to -Harvard Divinity School 
this very magnet now lacking, and 
through her power and _ influence 
make of both institutions the very 
greatest force to do what the Herald 
conceives to be the greatest possible 
mission for Andover—“the education 
ef a ministry for all denominations 
to labor among the foreign-speaking 
people of this country”. Such a 
work is not necessarily Harvard uni- 
tarianism or Andover Congregational- 
ism, but combining the two may af- 
ford an opportnuity for just what so 
many Andover friends hope for,—a 
great theological institution whose 
mission is less dogmatic and more 
Christian. 


The second phase of the problem 
in which Phillips Academy is so vi- 
tally involved, is an eminently practi- 
cal problem. Phillips Academy has 
entered into possession of the prop- 
erty, and will make the highest possi- 
ble use of it. Its growth is steady 
and healthy, and its mission is a con- 
stantly broadening one in its power 
to do good. Already the appeal is 
broadcast for funds from friends of 
the Academy, that it may realize the 
full advantages of its new acquisition. 
The words of the authorities them- 
selves in the Bulletin just published 
show best their look ahead. Princi- 
pal Stearns says: 


The newly acquired property is not 
merely an addition to the material equip- 
ment of the school. Of far greater sig- 
nificance is the opportunity it offers of 
carrying out more completely the settled 
policy of the trustees to bring under the 
direct supervision of the school author- 
ities the students entrusted to their care. 
Through the facilities offerred in the dor- 
mitories and houses over one hundred 
more boys than has hitherto been possible 
will be housed in school buildings in 
charge of instructors. The changes 
should greatly strengthen the appeal of 
Phillips Academy to parents as a school 
to which their boys may safely be sent 
not merely for the last year or two’ but 
for the full four years of the course. That 
this. situation has already -begun to be 
recognized is evidenced by the noticable 
increase in the number of boys this year 
entering the lower classes,” 


There can be no looking back on 
the past by men who see into the 
future as clearly as do those who are 
back of the above outlook for Phil- 
lips Academy. The responsibility 
for Andover Seminary in the present 
emergency is not the only responsi- 
bility to be considered, In fact, in 
the eyes of many of those who can 
see the full possibilities for great 
work in the field of education, the 
larger responsibility is upon the in- 
stitution now left in Andover. To 
this institution is entrusted the great 
work of making the boys of the pres- 
ent great America into the men of the 
future greater America, such men as 
the traditions of a century old Phil- 
lips Academy demand and can pro- 
duce. Any. step backward by the 
Seminary that involves a halt in the 
great work of the Academy will 
neither be approved nor allowed. ° 


_ The Political Outlook 


There is an uncertainty about the 
political outlook that is pretty diffi- 
cult to understand. On the’ surface 


there seems to be little evidence of’ 


anything but a Republican victory all 
along the line, yet many of the 
shrewdest observers are very fearful 
as to the outcome. There is no doubt 
but that Bryan is stronger than ever 
before with a great mass of voters 
who originally considered him too 
radical. “Radicalism” means less 
than it did twelve years ago, in its 
suggestion of disaster, for the nation 
had not then had six years of Roose- 
velt, and there is much truth in the 
suggestion that the people and not 
Bryan have changed. 

While the spirit of uncertainty is 
somewhat noticeable so far as the 
national situation is concerned, there 
is no such outlook in the State cam- 
paign. Mr. Vahey, the Democratic 
nominee for governor, is a wnsome 
speaker and anexcellent man. He has 
succeeded in winning a strong Re- 
publican senatorial district for two 
years and hopes to repeat this feat 
all over the State. But he will find 
the State. to be a very much larger 
proposition than a single senatorial 
district. Mr. Draper has been grow- 
ing for the past three years and is 
today a strong man _ before all 
branches of the State’s citizenship. 
At the present writing his election 
with that of all his ticket mates seems 
to_be sure by a very large majority. 

The local situation has fewer stir- 
ring contests than usual on a presi- 
dential year. The congressional out- 
look seemed destined to be a practi- 
cally unopposed election for Cong. 
Ames until the Democratic conven- 
tion that named him began to come 
in for some serious criticism. So 
long as _the criticism came from 
certain Democratic newspapers which 
saw a chance to blackmail thus 
rudely destroyed, it amounted to but 
little; but when the alert Lowell Dem- 
ocrat, Humphrey O’Sullivan, took up 
the matter, things became rather un- 
settled. A second democratic con- 
vention has been held, and Hon. Jos. 
J. Flynn of Lawrence has been 


named. The ballot law commission 
will be obliged to settle the difficulty, 
but whatever the outcome of the two 
democratic conventions, Mr. Ames 
seems to be assured of an easy vic- 
tory. 

The .senatorial contest is between 
Mr. Halley, the Democratic candi- 
date who was successful last year, 
and Rep.

That she will do it seems sure, and 
it is likewise sure that she will bring 
credit to herself by such choice.

Will Drop Litigation 


The board of visitors of the Ando- 
ver Theological Seminary have noti- 
fied Peirce and Wadsworth, counsel 
for the alumni who are active in op- 
posing the removal of the Seminary 
from Andover to Cambridge, that 
they will grant a hearing at the Park- 
er House in Boston, on Nov. 5. 

This hearing is just what the peti- 
tioners have been seeking from the 
start. In June the visitors declined to 
review the action of the trustees in 


voting to remove the institution, as 
requested, and it was then that an at- 
tempt was made to have the attorney 
general represent the petitioners in 
mandamus proceedings to compel the 
visitors to review the action of the 
trustees. When Attorney General 
Malone declined to do so, the peti- 
tioners immediately applied for a writ 
of mandamus. 

Court proceedings will now be dis- 
continued, however, as the object 
sought by the petitioners to have the 
visitors hold a hearing on the ques- 
tion of whether the trustees had the 
right to vote to remove the seminary 
or not, has been obtained by the voi- 
untary action of the board of visitors 
in deciding to hold the hearing. 

The opponents of the removal of 
the seminary as well as the trustees 
will be heard at the coming hearing 
which will take place in connection 
with the annual visitation of the 
board which adjourned in June. to 
meet this fall. 

It is the contention of the alumni 
who are opposing the removal that 
the trustees exceeded their authority 
and that they also made a move which 


was not for the best interests of the 
institution.

Obituary 


Edwin Reed. who lived for many 
years in the Judge Morton place on 
School street, died in Danvers, Mass., 
Wednesday, Oct. 14, aged 73 years. 

Mr. Reed was one of the leading 
writers in America on the Baconian 
theory in the authorship of the 
Shakespeare plays. His books on this 
subject are widely known and have 
been the means of converting many 
prominent literary persons to his 
opinions. Chief among his books on 
this subject are a “Brief for the 
“Parallelisms,” and “Bacon Our 
Plaintiff,” “Bacon and Shakespeare,” 
Shakespeare,” and “Coincidences,” 
These volumes revealed a deep and 
patient scholarly effort on Mr. Reed’s 
part to prove a belief which, at the 
time he became interested in the sub- 
ject, was unpopular with most read- 
ers. The charm of his style as well 
as the erudition of his researches 
had much to do in attracting atten- 
tion. 


Mr. Reed was born in Phippsburg 
on the Lower Kennebec, in 1835, the 
son of Hon. William Maxwell and 
Caroline Drummond Reed. His ances- 
try made the history of that region, 
for his great, greatgrandfathers, 
Judge Samuel Denny and James Mc- 
Cobb, were among the earliest set- 
tlers. His greatgrandfather, Samuel 
McCobb, was in the battle of Bunker 
Hill and was a memeber of the Pro- 
vincial Congress convened at Water- 
town. His grandfather, Colonel An- 
drew Reed, commanded the fort at 
the Lower Kennebec in the War of 
1812, His father was a shipbuilder, 
and was president of Logadahock 
Bank, in Bath, Me. He was also in 
public office, a member of the State 
Senate in early life, and later was a 
member of the governor’s council and 
a member of the Electoral College 
which elected Lincoln. 

Although Mr. Reed’s ancestry was 
a military one, he inherited his lite- 
rary ability from his greatgrand- 
mother, Mrs. Rachel Denny McCobb, 
who wrote articles for the “Pano- 
plast,” one of the very few magazines 
in New England in the Eighteenth 
Century. Mr. Reed was graduated 
from the Bath High School and from 
Bowdoin College, spending a year in 
Germany during his college course. 
He was offered a professorship, but 
declined that he might join his broth- 
er, Franklin Reed, in the marine in- 
surance business, under the firm name 
of F. & E. Reed. He was at one 
time mayor of Bath, Me. Mr. Reed 
is survived by a widow, four sons 
and four daughters, as well as two 
sisters.

TEN-MINUTE FIGHT IN AIR 


Two Policemen Have a Thrilling En- 
counter With a Maniac 

New York, Oct. 12.—Atop the great 
fron tower at the Brooklyn end of the 
Williamsburg bridge’a thrilling struggle 
occurred while hundreds of persons 
looked on from below. An insane man 
who had eluded the tower watchman 
climbed an iron stairway to the top of 
the tower, 535 feet above the East river, 
and was preparing to leap into the 
river when two policemen climbed up 
after him. 

The man turned upon the bluecoats 
with a razor and then, on the narrow 
footing at the dizzy height a ten-minute 
fight took place which held all who wit- 
nessed it speechless with horror. 

The trio were swaying on the verge of 
destruction, and now back on the 
centre of the small platform before the 
man was Overpowered. Then he was 
handcuffed to a policeman and taken, 
still struggling, down the tower |ad- 
ders. 

At the Eastern district hospital the 
prisoner gave his name as Joseph 
Kratz of Brooklyn. He was placed in 
a padded cell. 


Pitched Battie in Church 

New Britain, Conn., Oct. 12.—Chairs, 
krives and candlesticks were used with 
telling effect in a factional fight be- 
tween the Galacians and Hungarians 
in the Holy Trinity Catholic church 
here at mass yesterday. As a result of 
the fight two men are in a hospital, 
badly injured. Seven members of the 
congregation are under arrest, 
with assault. The trouble started when 
one of the two choirs representing each 
faction was ordered to stop singing. A 
genera! fight ensued, which wrecked 
the inside of the church before it was 
stopped by the police. 


Gas Caused Four Death: 

Waterbury, Conn., Oct. 11—Deputy 
Coroner Makepeace, in his report of an 
illuminating gas fatality which re. 
sulted in the death of four Italians in 
a boarding place here, declares no 
blame can attach to the tenants of the 
floor below, who, he believes, although 
they deny it, deposited a quarter in a 
long disused meter on their floor. They 
could not be expected, he says, to know 
that the meter supplied the floor above, 
where the tragedy occurred, or that a 
gas fixture on that floor had been torn 
away, leaving the pipe open. He at- 
taches no blame to the gas company. 


Boy Killed by Dog’s Bite 

Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 11.—As a re- 
sult of being bitten by a strange dog 
while at play with some mates three 
weeks ago, Mortimer Morgan, 14 years 
old, is dead. The boy had taken the 
Pasteur treatment in New York and on 
coming home was taken seriously Il. 
The four chiidren who were attacked 
at the same time by the animal are 
Lillian Keefe, Henry Kenney, Edward 
Ff. Fineran and the Morgan boy. All 
the others are reported to be getting 
better.

Mrs. John Heald, aged 21, com mitted 
suicide at Bangor, Me., by drowning in 
the Penobscot river. Friends ascribe 
her action to ill-health. 

The James S. Moore bobbin and pey 
mill at Lisbon, N. H., with a large qu: n- 
tity of manufactured stock, was prac. 
tically destroyed by fire, causing a loss 
of $20,000. 

John Campbell, a laborer, aged 38, fell 
from a stringer into the water at New. 
hall’s wharf, Lynn, Mass., and was 
drowned. 

The body of August Silvia, a mill op- 
erative, was found in Mount Hope 
bay, off Fall River, Mass. It is be. 
lieved that Silvia committed suicide 
because of worry over taunts addressed 
to him by fellow-workmen. 

Edward Sands, aged 17, was found 
dead in the loft of the barn of Dr. 
Thomas E. Gunning of Fall River, 
Mass. Gunning decided that death was 
due to heart disease. 

Captain George V. Ball, a Civil war 
veteran, aged 64, was found dead in bed 
at his home at Boxboro, Mass. Heart 
failure is given as the cause. 

Miss Georgene Cousins, aged 20, was 
drowned at Ellsworth, Me, while 
bathing. It is supposed she was seized 
with cramps. 

William Osborne of Lynn, Mass., 
aged 48, died of strychnine poisoning. 
It is supposed that despondency over 
poor health led him to take the poison. 

Meningitis brought on by excitement 
attendant upon his first ride in an auto- 
mobile caused the death of Edward H. 
Freeman, 65 years old, of Gloucester,

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THE PLOWING SEASON 


Ancient Superstitions of the Till- 
ers of the Soil. 


SACRIFICES TO THE GODS. 


Customs That Were In Vogue Among 
the Romans of Old— Ceremonies 
That Are Observed In India and 
China—Rites of the Siamese Farmers. 


The formal inauguration of the plow- 
ing season is very ancient and still is 
observed in some parts of the world. 

Among the Romans by the institution 
of various religious festivals connect- 
ed with agriculture the seasons came 
to be regarded with a sort of sacred 
Feverence, Before the old Roman put 
the plow into the ground he went to 
the temple of the goddess of earth, 
Tellus, one of whose priests performed 
certain propitiatory rites. Virgil in his 
“Georgics” advises the Roman hus- 
bandman to observe the signs on heay- 
en according to the crop he desires to 
produce. The time to plow for flax, 


barley and the sacred poppy was when 


“balance has equalized the hours of 
day and sleep and halves the world 
exactly between light and shade. When 
Taurus ushers in. the year with his 
gilded horns and Sirius sits facing the 
threatening bull is time for beans. For 
wheat and spelt the Pleiades should 
hide themselves from your eyes with 
the dawn. Many have begun before 
Maria sets, but the desired crop has 
baffled them with empty ears.” But 
first of all the poet admonishes. the 
farmer to “honor the gods and offer 
sacrifices to Ceres.” 

In India there are certain days when 
ft Is unlawful to plow. Mother Barth 
is supposed to sleep six days in every 
month, and on such days she refuses 
to be disturbed in her slumber. 

In northwest India the cultivator 
employs a pundit to select an ausp!- 
cious time for the commencement of 
plowing. Great secrecy is observed. In 
some places the time selected is in the 
night; in others daybreak is the cus- 
tomary time. 

The pundit goes to a field, taking a 
brass drinking vessel and a branch of 
the sacred mango tree, which is effica- 
cious in frightening away evil spirits 
that may haunt the field. Prithivi, the 
broad world, and Sesha Naga,. the 
great snakes which support the world. 
are supposed to be propitiated and 
reconciled by this ceremony. The pun- 
dit satisfies himself as to the direction 
in which the great snake is lying, for 
it occasionally moveg about a little to 
ease itself of the great burden of the 
broad world which it carries. The 
pundit then marks off an imaginary 
line. Five (a lucky number) clods of 
earth are thrown up, and water is 
sprinkled in the trench five times with 
the sacred mango bush to insure pro- 
ductiveness. Caution must be exercised 
lest the charm be broken and prospec- 
tive fortune imperiled. The farmer 
must remain secluded during the fol- 
lowing day; no salt must be eaten, no 
money, grain or fire given away. 

Among the Karnas before plowing 


‘the farmer makes a burnt offering of 


butter and molasses in his own field 
and again at the village shrine. 

The Chinese begin plowing on the 
first day of their solar year. Anciently 
the rites which were celebrated by the 
Chinese at plowing time were elabo- 
rate, but rationalistic sovereigns elim- 
inated one expensive religious rite aft- 
er another until nothing was left ex- 
cept the imperial act of homage to 
heaven and earth and agriculture in 
the ceremonial plowing. 

The Siamese observe a rite called 
Raakua about the middle of May, 
which is preliminary to the plowing 
season, and it is not proper for any 
one to plow until the ceremony is 
over. The cvurt astrologers determine 
the time for it. On the day fixed by 
them the minister of agriculture, who 
is always a prince or nobleman of 
high rank, goes with a procession to a 
Plece of ground some distance from 
the capital. Where the festivities are 
to take place a new plow, to which a 
pair of buffaloes are yoked, is in readi- 
ness, decorated with flowers and leaves. 

The minister guides the plow over 
the field, closely watched by the spec- 
tators. who are especially interested 
in the length and folds of the silk of 
his lower garments, because the pros- 
perity of the season and its character- 
istics, wet or dry, are to be predicted 
from these as he follows the plow. If 
the robe rises from his knee there will 
be disastrous rains. If it falls below 
his ankles there will be a drought. If 
the folds reach midway between knee 
and ankle the season will be prosper- 
ous. 

After a proper number of furrows 
have been turned old women strew 
grain of different kinds in them and 
bulls are released from the yoke and 
allowed to feast upon the seeds. The 
grain which the animals eat most free- 
ly will be scarce next harvest, and that 
which they refuse to take will be abun- 
dant. 

In Yorkshire it was considered un- 
wise to disturb the earth with plow or 
spade on Good Friday.—Exchange.

But after she had become very ac- 
complished in music, spinning and em- 
broidery she abandoned all these for a 
still more extraordinary art—that of 
cutting. She executed landscapes, ma- 
rine views, flowers, animals and por- 
traits of people of such striking resem- 
blance that she was for a time quite 
the wonder of Europe. She used white 
papers for her cuttings, placing them 
over a black surface, so that the mi- 
nute openings made by her scissors 


formed the “light and shade.” 


The czar, Peter the Great, and others 
of high rank paid her honor. One man 
high in office vainly offered her 1,000 
florins for three small cuttings. The 
empress of Germany paid her 4,000 
florins for a trophy she had cut, bear- 
{ng the arms of Emperor Leopold, 
crowned with eagles and surrounded 
by a garland of flowers. She also cut 
the emperor’s portrait, which can now 
be seen in the Royal Art gallery in 
Vienna. A great many people went to 
see her, and she kept a book in which 
princes and princesses wrote their 


names, 


After she died, which was when she 
had lived sixty-five years, her hus- 
band, Adrian Block, erected a monu- 
ment to her memory and had designed 
upon it the portraits of these titled 
visitors. Her cuttings were so cor- 
rect in effect and so tasteful as to 
give both dignity and value to her 
work- and constitute her an artist 
whose exquisite skill with the scissors 
has never hefore or since been equaled.

WALL STREET “TIPS.” 


Best Place to Plant Them if They 
Come Your Way. 

A seasoned Wall street campaigner 
condenses a life of practical observa- 
tlon in the remark: “Stock market 
‘tips’ are, as a rule, founded on -noth- 
ing better than guesswork or pure in- 
vention. Although usually without 
value, openly peddled out to the pub- 
lic and not possible to trace to any 
reliable source, they come clothed in 
such a garb of mystery and apparent 
importance that there are always a lot 
of ill informed persons who will ac- 
cept them and act on them as on gos- 
pel truth. 

“Often these so called ‘tips’ are but.

Homemade Barometer. 

Those who love experimentation may 
try the following method of making a 
cheap barometer practiced in France: 
Take eight grams of pulverized cam- 
phor, four grams of pulverized nitrate 
of potassium, two grams of pulverized 
nitrate of ammonia and dissolve in six- 
ty grams of alcohol. Put the whole in 
a long, slender bottle closed at the top 
with a piece of bladder containing a 
pinhole to admit the air. When rain 
is coming the solid particles will tend 
gradually to mount, little star crystals 
forming in the liquid, which otherwise 
remains clear. If high winds are ap- 
proaching the liquid will become thick, 
as if fermenting, while a film of solid 
particles forms on the surface. During 
fair weather the liquid will remain 
clear and the solid particles will rest 
at the bottom.

John Farrington’s Heirs’ 


No 144 


The eldest son of Edward Farring- 
ton (3) apparently held the family 
homestead, though I did not attend 
very carefully to estates in this mat- 
ter, finding. more of interest in the al- 
liances, and the grandmothers we owe 
to this line. John was born July 29, 
1693, and died in February, 1786, of 


isenile decay, in which’ the last eight 


years of his life was passed. This 
veteran, who spanned near 100 years 
of Andover’s progress, was born just 
as we were recovering from the craze 
of witchcraft, when we tried to throw 
off the bonds of a spiritual tyranny, 
and he saw the nation arise in its 
youth and vigor ready for the career 
his sons and grandsons had helped 
to start so auspiciously. 

Sarah Holton’s family were Salem 
people, of whom I knew but little at 
present, only that the line developed 
legal “luminaries” in later days. They 
were married in 1730, joined the Old 
North church in 1736, and always 
lived in that parish. She left him in 
1762, when he was near 70, and he 
made his home with one of his sons 
till death. 

One of the things I forgot to ask 
our venerable Joseph Abbott was the 
exact site of the homestead where 
John died. Some one in the North 
Parish may know. Miss, Bailey men- 
tions the Claypits that lay upon the 
road leading from Joseph Ingalls’ to 
Edward Farrington’s. 

Capt. Philip Farrington died upon 
the estate owned in 1880 by Edward 
Frothingham, but it was not in John’s 
line he came but in Daniel (4). 

The eldest son, John (5), was ab- 
sent from home at the time his father 
made the will in 1777. He had been 
“absent many years” and according to 
the family had enlisted in the French 
War and disappeared, and the father 
never fully recovered from the heart- 
ache, for these Farringtons were knit 
together in strong affection. He left 
21 pounds in case some one returned 
to bring news of his first born. 

The eldest daughter, Sarah, died at 
five in the 1738 epidemic of throat’s 
distemper. Lydia (5), born 1735, mar- 
ried Ebenezer Abbott of the farm 
now occupied by Mr. Hinton and Mrs. 
James Smart, as near as I can locate 
the estate, since cut up into small lots. 
He had uphill work to secure an in- 
come, being of a consumptive habit, 
like his brother Daniel, and died in 
1711. on Sunset Rock, leaving ‘Lydia 
with her spinning and weaving wheels 
to continue the help she pra Ah 
the raising of the family, by extra fine 
weaving, in which all the Farrington 
dames excelled. Here she raised stal- 
wart sons who went out into the 
world to pioneer new homes. Ephraim 
Abbott, of Fryeburg, married an 
Eastman there and raised up nine Ab- 
bott grandmothers theéfe to secure his 
record as a soldier in 1775. 

The mother, Lydia, having married 
soon after her husband’s death, Abra- 
ham Sheldon of Reading, the son 
Ebenezer served there in Revolution 
and. married Sarah Graves, raising a 
large family, among whom was the 
late resident, near Station, Ebenezer 
Abbott, whose beautiful daughter, 
Hortense, married Dr. Sidney Carney 
of New York. It was her son who 
came to Andover and, visiting Mr. 
Shipman, puzzled over the mysteries 
of the Abbott Book. Mr. Shipman 
sent him to me and I owe it to Lydia 
Farrington that I took up the most 
congenial trade I ever followed. 

Lydia (6), one.of the sisters, mar- 
ried Peter Towne and soon after 
died of small-pox said to have been 
communicated by a snuff box sent 
her by a jealous lover, who himself 
died of the, same disease, and is buried 
in the yard of the old Frye place un- 
der the circle of evergreen, now 
owned by Mr. Hodges. Mr. Stiles 
gives the tale in the Middleton chap- 
ter of “Standard Essex History” and 
tells of the dog who, playing in the 
straw of Lydia’s bed, carried the in- 
fection home and wiped out a whole 
family of the Berry line on the Mid- 
dleton border. 

Sarah (5) married David Stevens 
and I should be glad to place his de- 
scendants. Hannah (5) became wife 
of Abijah Clark of Tewksbury, from 
a branch of the same Watertown line 
who sent us Hobart Clark. Nathan 
Clark lived many years on the old 
place near Ballardvale, his sister 
Mary, very handsame a dressmaker, 
dying single at an advanced age. One 
daughter married Nathaniel Hayward 
of Reading, who sent us the late Na- 
thaniel Farrington Flint with two 
children, born here, the latest ac- 
quisition being the infant daughter 
of John Houghton Flint, who has the 
Farrington eye. A grandchild of Na- 
than still survives in California of the 
Yosemite Garden’ estates, always 
with open door for anybody from 
Andover. One daughter married an 
Ames and was represented by family 
of late Admiral Mullaney allied to 
Judge Morton’s family. Martha (8) 
married Ephraim Swan and lately we 
have traced her daughter, Martha, as 
wife of Capt. John Trow. who tried 
Hopkinton, N. H., awhile at a place 
called Farrington Corners, but who 
returned to Haverhill and sent us 
John Fowler Trow, born here 1810, 
apprentice of the old Andover 
Press, eminent in electrotyping and 
directory work. 

We kept the venerable Hannah 
(Trow) Flagg and her family and her 
daughter, Mrs. Sheldon, and grand- 
child, Mrs. Bucklin, all connected 
with Andover in late years. Two Sar- 
ahs came in the \Farrington family, 
but whether one married Joseph Pet- 
tingill and died childless or whether 
both died in youth I can’t decide. No 
mention of Sarah came in the 1777 
will. 

Apphia (5) married Robert Swan 
and will be traced in some future ar- 
ticle. 

Hannah (5), who married John 
Kimball, can wait till we study Ando- 
ver remnants of Kimball-tribes, and 
and we have a “Kimball Genealogy” 
in library for those who need her. 

Phebe (8) married Michael Parker, 
a very old line planted here in South 
Lawrence, from Nathan (6) through 


Joseph (3), the inn holder of Shaw- 
shin fields. They lived near where 
Russell’s paper mill stood on the road 
to North Parish. The alliances were 
with Wood, Poor, Towne, Russe and 
Griffin, all old Methuen lines. Fanny, 
who married Caleb Abbott, Jr. I 
think was awhile in  Ballardvale 
when the file factory flourished. The 
military burial of young Peter in 
1832 left ‘a memory of muffled drums 
in my father’s boyish heart passed 
along to me. Lowell and Lawrence 


held most of them after the 1849 line 
was laid down. 
Edward (6) died a babe. Stephen 


(5) served in Revolution so far as I 
can now tell and may have been one 
of the burdens added to John’s dis- 
appearance. Benjamin, the only son 
left at home here 1737, married Sarah 
Bachelder of a Reading line I think, 
in 1770. The war came, he enlisted, 
and died after Bunker Hill of small- 
pox in 1776, March 24, leaving Sarah 
with five children, the eldest under 
five, and the heartbroken old father. 
He made his will 1777, entailing on 


the heirs of (5) Ben the whole estate. 


and to Ben (6) went the famous old 
English clock, rich with carving, 
whose origin we do not yet discover. 

Sarah had good courage and did the 
best she could on the large estate 
with a small son of five to help. when 
she cut her foot one day chopping 
wood. Joseph Abbott told us many 
tales of the way she worked and 
taught her daughters all the mysteries 
of fine spinning and weaving. She 
petitioned, 1786, for a larger allow- 
ance, as John was becoming “ex- 
tremely troublesome, being deprived 
of reason”. He died that year and 
she kept on to the end of the 23 years’ 
service for her band. ; 

In 1799,..seeing all well settled, she 
married Gilbert Tapley of Danvers. 
Let us hope he was good to old Sarah. 
and gave her a handsome funeral. 
Sarah Bachelder’s cheerful spirit cer- 
tainly rested upon her grandson, Jo- 
seph Abbott, and he cherished all the 
relics carefully, especially a letter 
from his grandfather, Ben, when a 
soldier at Fort Edward in 1756. Un- 
cle Ben (6) married Sally Wardwell 
and died in Vermont, 1866. He left 
the old clock for some reason to 
brother-in-law Zebadiah Abbott’s son 

| Jeremiah, a bachelor, who parted with 

it to his childless brother, Zebadiah 
of Winchester The adopted children 
of the grandson of Ben (5) still own 
the relic Joseph Abbott long cov- 
eted, but the price was beyond his 
reach, 

John (6) I could not trace and con- 
clude he died in youth. Sarah (6), 
born 1773, married in 1796 Zebadiah 
Abbott of the family living near West 
church in early days, and her sister, 
Lydia (6), born after her father died 
in 1776, married his brother, Herman 
Abbott, 1779. 

Joseph Abbott, from family records, 
gave Major Abbott valuable help in 
recording the descendants well set 
forth in his new “Genealogy of the 
Rowley Line of Abbott”. The record 
of this family is well known to many 
already, since the brothers, Joseph 
and Herman, and sister, Lydia, spent 
their last: days on High street. Many 
of us have tucked away “hair work” 
flowers made of human hair arranged 
in a show. case like a_ funeral 
wreath. Atalanta Knight, one of the 
Zebadiah Abbott grandchildren, came 
here from Milford one winter and 
pressed mothers and maids into the 
service of collecting hair, specially 
red and white, for these art pieces. 

From Milford also came in old age 
Rev. Edward F. Abbott and wife and 
daughter, (8) Claribel, and he died 
here, 1888. Lydia Farrington’s hus- 
band, Herman, was the last child bap- 
tized by Parson Phillips at his home, 
he being too feeble to cross over to the 
church, and the sunset shadow seemed 
to follow after Herman’s little band 
from the start. He never got beyond 
tithing man, surveyor and school com- 
mittee, but was faithful and careful. 
See Andover Advertiser, Oct. 29, 
1853, for a sketch. ‘He kept bees after 
everybody else gave them up. He 
played the bass viol twenty years in 
South choir, and we owned the old 
viol at one time. After long years of 
patient steps, waiting upon the dead, 


repairing the furniture of the town, 


which business received a blow by 
the big fire on the corner in 1870, the 
brothers retired to the High street 
home, where Benjamin, who owned a 
fine residence in Melrose perched up- 
on a hill near the B. & M. R. R. 
we always watched out for, and Josh- 
ua, the brother of Boston, came to 
visit. We laid them all away at last, 
“genial and aristocratic looking” said 
Major Abbott of old Joseph. His 
wife, a daughter of Capt. Thomas C. 
Foster, was of a line also going back 
to aristocratic connection in Ricton 
and Cambridge, old Timothy Foster 
and Elizabeth Hatherly. How Jo- 
seph’s grandson enjoyed copying all 
the fine things said of the ancestors 
one evening in my room when he 
studied the ponderous Foster Book. 
From his gentle mother he had taken 
the love of all that is pure and clean. 
A gentleman in soul and breeding he 
was hampered by environment, but 
the charm of George Albert Smith’s 
quiet faith in the future, the ex- 
ample of acceptance of what Provi- 
dence dealt to him in the present re- 
mains with us who are inclined to 
worship physical vigor, mental pluck 
and push. Here was a gift that never 
failed him, the undying power to en- 
dure hard things like a soldier, the 
true spirit of his pioneer ancestry that 
made Andover a free borough today 
of a great commonwealth.

Today Portsmout Orta the 
osity and untiring a Be of Mrs. Thomas 
Bailey Aldri dedicates the boyhood 
home of her late husband, one of the 
country’s brightest literary geniuses and 
a man who honored his birthplace. It was 
a year ago that the Herald suggested the 
idea of the T. B. Aldrich Memorial Home 
and the article caught the eye of his 
widow and today we have one of the most 
beautifully equipped and most interest- 
ing Memorial homes in the country. The 
building which will be dedicated, contains 
a world of interesting things in the life 
of one of the country’s most distinguished 
citizens, and in restoring the birthplace 
the widow has brought back everythi 
that the home contained when T. B, Ald- 
rich was a boy. Mrs, Aldrich is entitled 
to the thanks of our citizens for her work 
and she has given Portsmouth something 
that we may well feel proud of. ‘Ports- 
mouth will guard her distinguished son, 
and will ever keep warm in heart the 
works of his widow, which made the Me- 
morial possible,” 

The above clipping is from The 
Portsmouth Daily Herald. The old 
Bailey House, made famous by “The 
Story of a Bad Boy”, has recently 
been bought by the Thomas Baile 
Aldrich Memorial Association, a gift 
of ($1000) one thousand dollars from 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie aiding in the 
purchase. The house has been rfe- 
stored as nearly as possible to its 
original condition and_ furnished 
throughout in the style of the olden 
time. 

The hall bed-room is an exact re- 
production of the one in the story, 
We are told by the Boy that he never 
had a room to himself before; and a 
minute description follows. Of the 
wall-paper he says, “On a gray back- 
ground were small bunches of leaves, 


funlike any that ever grew in this 


world; and on every other? bunch 
petched a yellow-bird, pitted with 
crimson spots, as if it had just recoy- 
ered from a severe attack of the 
small-pox. There were two hundred 
and sixty-eight of these birds in all, 
not counting those split in two where 
the paper was badly joined.”

They, however, deftly transformed 
them, with brush and a liberal use of 
color, into the yellow-back and crim- 
son-spot variety.

In the garden in the rear has been 
erected a fire-proof building, distinctly 
a museum, A fine portrait of. Mr. 
Aldrich on the wall opposite the door 
seems to give the visitor a cordial 
greeting when he enters. The walls 
of the one large room are hung with 
framed autograph letters and poems, 
autograph pictures of Poe, leer, 
Dickens, Booth, Browning, Emerson, 
Longfellow, Holmes and hosts of oth- 
ers. One glass case contains manu- 
scripts of noted authors Other cases 
contain almost priceless first editions, 
presentation copies, and many vol- 
umes of rare worth. Here also are 
personal belongings, little things dear 
to the collector: a flask given to Ald- 
rich by Longfellow, a keepsake from 
Dickens, a cup used by Napoleon, 
Byron’s tea-caddy, a vase that belong: 
ed to Benjamin Franklin, a cut glass 
water set once owned by George 
Washington, and many curios from 
foreign lands. 

This Memorial is now closed for a 
season, but since the dedication it 
has& been visited by more than three 
thousand persons. 
sion fee of twenty-five cents, the 
Trustees feel assured that it will 
prove a self-supporting institution. 

Why should not Andover, one of 
the earliest settled, most’ beautiful 
and widely known towns in New Eng- 
land, have its Old Colonial Home fur- 
nished with the choicest antiques— 
and its fire-proof Museum, filled, not 
with the treasures of one gifted son 
alone, but with precious souvenirs to 
keep alive the memory of the many 
noble men and women who have made 
Andover’s eventful history.
